Wa know that you are unwilling to 
have any Teanatera' local praaant an lnaga of being a aagragatad union. 
And though wa underatand tha lnportanca of tha autonony of local unlona,

§raa to open their booka to tha praaant aaaaonal anployaea — white and 
non-white — who have bean working for tha paat three to eleven yeara, 
and to relax tha raqulrananta for regular nenberahlp.

a n*nn er newawriter, draw our atten 
tion to tw ■ editorial* that, ha aaid, 
repreaentod tha viewpoihta of the In 
Auentinl town moderator.

“Perhapa Cambridge haa not been 
making fait enough atridea to aatiafy 
tha wiabaa of thoae outaidere who have 
no real or laating intercet in tha com 
munity'a uelfara.

"The good will of tha peopla of

Dorchnater-men are proud and indo 
pendant. They reaent coercion, ultima 
tuma and tha throata of a boycott. ..." 

Herbert St Clair, the Negro under 
taker who sheltered Eddie Dickaraon 
when he firat left home, told ua he die 
agraaa ationgly with bath editoriala. 

"What do you mean by tha moderate 
viewpoint?*’ ha asked. "You moan the 
white man'a moderate viewpoint. W< 
colorod people are one third of the 
population down hero, but our point of 
view moana nothing. 

"Wa don't kid ouraalvaa. lt'a hard to 
bollovo that Waahlngton, I).C., la only 
seventy-Ave ntUm away—wa live like 
tha Itarp South. Thera are parte of the 
Eaatern Shore where Negroea atill get 
off tha sidewalk and atand in tha gutter 
whan a vrhite person walka peat. I can’t 
aaa that thinga are any batter hers in 
Cambridicv today than they were for 
my father Afty years ago." . , . 

Wa had no diffteulty finding the Dick- 
oraon haaaa, an unpaintad cinder-block 
house decorated by two rad brick col 
umna at tha front. It ia well cared for 
and comfortably furnished. We found 
Eddie's father and hia brothers Joe and 
Jim and hia sister Judy watrhing a tele¬ 
vision Western in tha family living 
room. 

John IDlekeraon *at in a rocking chair. 
Thin strands of gray hair fell over hia 
lined face. Hia shoulders slumped, yet 
tha aa uncles in hia arm* and cheat atUl 
looked powerful. When he spoke, hi* 
breath came in weary gasp*. When we 
began asking quostiona about Eddie, 
hia faci> twisted, his eyes grew narrow 
and hi* voice sounded irritated. 

"1 don't want to talk about him. We 
don't agree with anything he is do¬ 
ing. ..." 

Eddia'a father rose from hia rockar 
and firmly showed ua to tha door 
"What Eddie did was terrible," he 
aaid. "I'd like to think that someday 
ha'll grt hia senses hark. Colored and 
white living side by aide aa equals just 
isn't right. Thay aren't my equals. I'm 
dead sura of that." 

Johti T. Comer, supervisor of pupil 
aarvina for Cambridge schools, aaid. 
"Kddhi waa a vary poor student Hr 
waa ill a special class for alow pupils 
He spent two years in Arat grade and 


two years in second grade. Ha quit 
school in ninth grade." 

He added, "He wa* wall liked, how¬ 
ever, by both classmates and teachers. 
He never caused any trouble. If you 
scolded him, he'd never answer back 
Often, on the playground, he’d stick up 
for some younger boy who waa being 
pushed around. ..." 

We talked to a number of young man 
and women who had known Eddie aa 
friend and schoolmate. 

A pretty young matron pushing a 
baby carriage smiled and blushed as 
aha recalled her high-arhool friendship 
with Eddie. 

"Wa girls considered him a good 
■late,’* she said. "He waa attractive and 
a lot of fun. He waa always willing to 
go places, and if he had money, he 
wouldn’t hold it back. Tha way thing* 
turned out, I’m sura glad 1 didn't marry 
him, but I might have if he’d asked 
me. . . .” 

A younger boy who told u* he was 
atill in high school recalled, “Eddie used 
to be a hero to me. A couple of bigger 
boys started knocking me around once 
and he chased them off. He waa always 
slicking up for somebody. I remember 
i heard about how Eddie and another 
boy were fooling around in some rich 
lady’s greenhouse and the other hoy 
stripped all the flowers off some rare 
expansive plant—a rare orchid. I think 
it was. The other kid was already in 
*ome kind of jam. so when the lady 
that owned the plant started to yell. 
Eddie took the blame for it. 

"And the other kid wasn't even grate¬ 
ful. l.atar he stole Eddie's knife and 
sold it. 

"Eddie was determined that his sister 
Judy was going to stay good. She'* 
not the kind that would go bad anyway, 
but Eddie wa* taking no chances. Hr 
wouldn't even let her have any dates. 
Once a fellow came to call on her and 
Eddie and one of his brothers opened 
the door, picked him up and threw him 
in the river. 1 sure miss Eddie- I just 
don’t understand what got into 
him. ..." 

Cambridge Police Chief Bruce Kinna 
man. however, take* a less charitable 
▼lew of Eddie. Kinnaman, a vigorous, 
sharp-eyed police officer, spoke freely 
of the tension and difficulties stirred up 
by tha CORE demonstrators. 

“They are lawbreakers," he aaid 
angrily. "They come in here and defy 
our laws, and when we arrest them, 
they get down on their knees and start 
to sing hymns. Or else they stand up 
and sing 'The Star-Spangled Banner.’ 
It riles ma! ... As to Eddie. I’ve known 
him a long time. I don't see how any 
group of people with their heads 
screwed on straight could make a saint 
out of him. Ha’s the kind of simple- 
minded nincompoop who will do any¬ 
thing anybody toils him. Tell him to 
carry a picket sign, he'll carry a sign 
Tell him to stick a knife in someone, 
maybe hall do that too. I feel sorry for 
his folks, but as far as this town is

headquarters. Ho changed typewriter 
ribbons, sharpened pencils, sorted eqd 
Alad letters and pamphlets. Ha was 
paid IHft per week. It enabled him to 
live at tha Y.M.C.A., with almost noth¬ 
ing left over for social recreation. He 
said it didn't matter. He raad a grant 
dan I 

never aaw nothing ilka tha New 
York public libraries," ha aays almost 
reverently. "There waa a tiook shout 
everything I aver heard of. I waa road 
Ing modern political and economic his¬ 
tory. and I ran tall you It waa alow 
going, i want to night lectures in non¬ 
violent techniques. 

"When I hwrd that a CORK tank 
force waa grtling reitdy to go to Dur¬ 
ham. North Carolina, I asked if I could 
tw counted in. Mr. Farmar talked to mo 
about Ave hours and than he wid I 
could go 

“I waa In Durham three daya. I got 
vary nervous waiting for something to 
happen. It would have bean kind of a 
relief if It did. Maanwhila wa kapt on 
with tha nonviolent drill. 

"In ona drill aeaaion thay aaked ma. 
If someone puts a lighted cigarette 
against your neck, will you remain non 
violent in your body and apirltT’ I wid 
I thought I could. Than they said, ‘What 
if you're with a woman and someone 
aata Are to her hair like they did to the 
Greensboro sit-ins? What will you do?’ 

"Dp In New York I had one answer. 
Bat down South I began to fwl differ¬ 
ent. I real load I didn't really dig this 
non-violence thing yet. If you’re a 
Southern boy, you learn wrly to ftght 
to protect woman. Ones my father and 
wy brothers and ma jumped out of our 
car and stopped a man from beating up 
a colored woman. It seemed to me that 
if CORK ia an army, thay should kwp 
woman out of tha front linen. 

"I couldn't bo sura that I wouldn't 
hit back to protact a woman, so I apolo¬ 
gised to all tha members of tha Durham 
group and want bock to New York." 

CORK directors did not reproach him 
Thay pat him bark to work at hia office 
boy job. A faw waaka Inter ho woe put 
in charge of a picket lino in New York 
City that waa demonstrating against a 
national reataurant chain. Thera, Kddis 
tted ua, ha fail in lore with a pretty 
collage girl who volunteered to help. 

“Her family was poor, like mine,” ha 
wid. "She waa good-looking, aha had a 
good ihape and aha waa very smart. I 
never dated a collage girl before. And I 
realised she admired me. I kind of liked 
myeelf, I waa a full-time CORE worker, 
a captain on tha picket line." 

Dickerson wrote a poem for hia new 
girl. . . Ha laid ruefully, “She read it 
and aha started to correct the apelling. 
I knew then we'd never make it. After 
a while I stopped seeing her." 

Just before Christmas, Kddia received 
a latter frow hit mother asking re 
proachfully why he hnd stayed away 
so long. 8he told him about tha 60 rale 
tiros who had gathered for Thanks¬ 
giving, and, ha wid, it made him home-

I appreciate 
that. I a ant to prove myaeif to them. 

I don't have any double no mare. I feel 
pretty atrong that everyone—no matter 
what color akin he haa—ahould have 
equal opportunitiea. God meant it that 
way. And it don't make venae to beat 
them up ao they’ll believe it. It haa to 
be done by nonviolence if it'a going to 
work. ..." 

Marvin Rich, the uint, official who 
chared a jail call with Rddie In Albany, 
had the Anal comment: 

‘I think Eddie waa loat before he 
came to ua. He had no sense of Identity. 
He didn't know where he waa going. 
Nobody had much uae for him. ao of 
rourae he didn't have much uaa for him 
aeif. If you don't respect youreeif, you 
hate the world or any handy target. 
That’a what made him ao feat with hia 
flata. When CORE showed him that a 
man'a strength can be used for spiritual 
and moral purpoaea, it straightened him 
out . . . 

"The tragedy is that there are ao 
many Eddie Dickersons-- -thousands of 
young men and women a hoaa lives are 
wasted Maybe that's what produeea our 
bigots.

An Epilogue

"Sums tody yelled, ‘Cat out and stay 
out!' 

haliered back, ‘l want my clothes 
and all tha other stuff I own!’ A couple 
of minutes later a suitcase time flying 
out. Thay had put in some shirts and 
undarweitr and my toots, but they kept 
my Sunday suit and my hunting rifle 
I sura hnted to leave that rifle behind- 
“I huag around a litUr wbila longar 
I was hoping to sus my mother. I knew 
sha was sumewheros in the house. But 
finally I picked up the suitcase end 
walked on down the street I was so 
mod I couldn't saa straight.'' 

Eddie' i first thought wst to thumb s 
rids to Baltimore, where he had friends 
who might gira him s job. "By ths 
time l gut a few blocks from the house, 

I coo lad down aoms," he recall*. "Tho 
idea that I had bsen thrown out of my 
own houat and might nsvsr see my fam 
ily again was pretty awful. Msybs if I 
want awity for a while and than came 
bock, they would forget all stout It. 
But why did I do it In the first place? 
Just for Iks fun of stirring up trouble? 
All that ituff Hansen said to me in the 
church that night suddenly seamed to 
• urns hack to ms. and it soundsd right. 
If this ssgregation stuff was wrong, 
hers wan an awful lot of work to do 
Oafora it was going to end. I’d show 
my family a thing or two, and anyway, 
thesa guys needed sll the help they 
cauld get. Suddenly from feeling miser¬ 
able I fait pretty good For ths first 
time in my life f had a-hold of an Idea 
that samed important I knew I just 
had to fled out more about it.” 

Dirkfrs >n walked to the house of tha 


St. Clairs, tho Negro family who, ha 
knew, had offered hospitality to CORE. 
He told them that ha was experiencing 
a change of heart and a change of con¬ 
science on the race question and he 
asked them to let him stay with them 
whila he did some more thinking about 
it 

He told us simply, "They didn’t ask 
me for board money. They didn't quit 
me. They just took a rhance on me." 

Herbert St. Clair is a 69-year-old un- 
■iertnkar, respected and prosperous. He 
and his wife Ruth and a marriad son 
who lives with them welcomed Dicker 
son. All, however, were apprehensive. 

Within a few hours there ware annoy 
mous telephone calls that threatened 
the St. Clair family with time tombs 
and lynch mobs 

Eddie said, “1 knew there were two 
kinds of law in tha county- -one for 
white end one for colored. When I was 
a kid there was lynch law in rural 
Maryland. Once my father took ma and 
my brothers to a spot where there tod 
bean a lynching the night before. They 
had cut down the body, but the rope 
was still swinging, fop aaid. 'Wall, 
you aee, that's what happens.' Nowa¬ 
days nobody gets lynched. Colored peo 
pie who make trouble just disappear 
in thin sir. People say they went 
North. But everybody knows what real¬ 
ly happens.—they gat taken out and 
drowned. There is a strong tide in the 
bay." 

Herbert St. Clair is vice-president of 
Die local chapter of the NAACP, kut he 
is not completely committed to the non¬ 
violent viewpoint of CORE. He and his 
son and half a dosen neighbors stood 
round-the-clock guard duty with loaded 
shotguns. At their insistence, police 
watched the house for ten days. One 
evening a car drovr slowly past and 
a singla rifle shot was fired at the 
windows. 

Dickerson occasionally ventuied out 
to do odd jobs in the segiegated neigh 
borhood. Once he went to a roller¬ 
skating rink, hoping to see some old 
friends. 

"I saw them," he recalls. "I was 
tripped, pushed and they spit on me. 

I doubled up my fists and got ready to 
slug it out, and then I thought. Oh, 
what’s the use? and I left.” 

A few days later Eddie heard rumor* 
that a movement was under way to have 
him committed to a state mental institu¬ 
tion. 

"I bet they damn well could do it, 
too,” he told us wryly. “I was the dumb¬ 
est kid in my class. I had a hard time 
getting through ninth grade. And 1 
guess what I was doing seemed craxy 
enough to most people in (,'ambridge. 
I decided to leave town. I didn't want 
to get buried in no snake pit." 

He went to Baltimore, obtained an 
interview with CORE organisers and 
was assigned to distribute literature to 
qualified Negro voters and encourage 
them to register. 

He said, "Again I was housed by a

It'e 
traa ha didn't hava a conventional mind, 
bat ho waa totally hanaat—averyane 
kaawa ha aavar I tad Hia pa rente aren't 
rsgaier rharehgaova, but Eddie came 
vaheatardy ta Huntley aahaal and whan 
ha gat aid anongh ha jainad tha church 
Ha waa always Intaraatad ia moral 
gnaathma — what tha churah taachoa 
about tha ralationahip of man ta aaan 
"Ha waa different from hia family 
Yat ha waa willing to aarrHtre himaalf. 
parhapa to an ahaurd dagrao. I married 
Eddie and hia wife and I haptiaad their 
haky—I know what I'm talking about.** 
Wa wore atartled. We aaid that Dick 
arena had never mentioned tha fart that 
ho waa aiarried 

"I ran arerrely blama him: it waa not 
a happy aituatioa. 1 * tha miniatar ra- 
pliad. "Eddka and hia brother wore both 
daapiy involved with the aama girl. It 
waa Eddm who married bar. I know ha 
haa aant mauay to euppart tha child 
Hia wife ia an Intelligent girl and eomaa 
from a vary decant family, but it waa 
net a aplrtually healthy union — al- 
thoagh I hapad it might grow to bo 
I uaalarstand that aha haa gone oat of 


tawa ta aatebiiah reaidance for a di 
verce 

"My view of Eddie ia that ha navar 
had tha chance to davalep himaalf prop 
orly. If laa wa* alow and laty or orca 
• tonally violent and diaaolute, it wa* 
bacauaa hia anvironmant did not pro¬ 
vide tha proper encouragement for him 
ta beoema aomathing batter.” 

Wa relumed ta Now York and aakad 
Dleheraom why ha had not told ua about 
hia marriage and hi* 14-month-ald urn 

"I don't know," ha *aid dajactedly, 
"I know you'd And out whan you want 
down heina. but I guae* maybe I hoped 
that by not mentioning it, it would go 
away anil aaom Ilka it navar happened. 
We nevor really wanted to be man and 
wifa. Wa had agreed to get a divorce 
befar* I oven left town. Tha littla boy ia 
koalthy nad atrong and a good kid— 
but I Juat don't feel like hia father. 
Hi* mother la a nice par non and *he ia 
vaung arid pretty enough to atart her 
life over. I wi»h her the heat of luck. I 
guaaa I wa* wrong to date other girl* 
while I a-a* atlll married.” 

He aaieii anxioualy what people in 
Cembrldire had aaid about him. We 
told him that nearly everyone aeemed 
fond of him but many helieved him to 
ha Irraapanaibie 

I in'.» he aaid. “lip North here, 
people who hear what I’ve done think 
I'm the crenteat. . . . And down home 
they think I belong in the booby hatch. 
Rut I'm iroing to ahow them that I can 
emeunt to somethin*- I'm going to night 
school 


“The COKE people are the only onea 
I've ever known who treat we with 
dignity, aa if I'm oa good aa*auybadv. 
Even after I a lugged them, thay bo 
lieved I wa* a good guy. And whan I 
chickened out in Durham, they were 
ready to truat me again. I appreciate 
that. I want to prove mvaelf to them 
I don't have any doubt* no more. I faal 
pretty *tmng that everyone -no matter 
what color akin he ha*—ahould have 
equal opportunities God meant it that 
way. And it don't make senae to beat 
them up so they'll believe it. It haa to 
he done by nonviolence if it’a going to 
work. ..." 

Marvin Rich, the CORE official who 
shared a jail call with Eddie in Albany, 
had the Anal comment: 

”1 think Eddie waa loat before he 
ram* to ua. He had no senae of idantity. 
He didn't know where he wa* going 
Nobody had much uae for him, so of 
rourae he didn't have much uae for him 
**lf. If you don't respect youraelf, you 
hate the world or any handy target. 
That'* what made him ao faat with hia 
Asia. When CORE showed him that a 
man'a strength can he used for apiritual 
and moral purposes, it straightened him 
out . . . 

“The tragedy is that there are ao 
many Eddie Dickersons—thousanda of 
young men and women whoae livaa are 
wasted. Mayhe that's what produce* our 
bigots Hut if we ran reach Eddie, I 
guess we can hope in time to roach 
them all.”

Dear Mr. Schaefer: 

Your letter of October 25 has been discussed with the members 
of the labor-management cossnittee. 

The committee reaffirms its readiness to meet with a committee 
of CORE to diacuas the meaningful solutions which the hotel industry and 
the union have worked out Jointly to deal with the problems of discrimi¬ 
nation and the steps taken to implement these solutions. 

We still feel, as we said at our last meeting, that our dis- 
cuaalon could be moat profitable if CORE was represented by authoritative 
apokesmen for the organisation and not by persons working in the Industry 
whose approach la likely to be conditioned by subjective factors. We have 
no objection to such persons being present as observers. 

For your Information we wish to record that our Joint committee 
la working energetically to break down barriers to full integration in 
the hotel industry. 

However, it needs to be understood that the situation in the 
ho tela is different frcm that prevailing in many other industries. 

Negroes and Puerto RicanB make up a large percentage of the present work 
force in hotels. They constitute two-thirds of the crews in the house¬ 
keeping department. They are represented in varying degrees in the kit¬ 
chen, mechanical, dining roam, bar, banquet, front service and clerical 
departments. 

The Joint ccosittee agrees that one of our major and immediate 
objectives must be to stimulate the promotion to better Jobs of Negroes 
and Puerto Ricans presently employed, with emphasis on those departments 
where integratiom has lagged. 

By action of management and the union, application forms have 
been circulated among the workers, with special attention to Negroes and 
Puerto Ricans, on which they are asked to register their desire to move 
into other Jobs of their choice.

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To overcome reluctance or doubt meetings are being held with these 
workers in the hotels to encourage them to apply, and steps are being 
taken to create on the Job training opportunities to qualify them where 
neceaaary. 

To intensify this program management and union have Jointly set 
aside the month of November 20-December 20 for an "Equal Opportunity 
Survey" of the unloa's entire membership. The purposes are, first, to 
Impress on all hotel employees the desirability of providing equal 
employment opportunities in the hotel industry, regardless of race, 
creed or color; second, to encourage workers from minority groups to 
apply for training and advancement, and, third, to ascertain exactly 
how many of theae minority group workers are employed in each depart¬ 
ment of each hotel. 

We set forth these facts as a background for what we hope will 
be fruitful discussions with CORE on a common objective. We feel that 
this letter will be of interest to the Board of CORE and have taken the 
liberty of sending a copy to each member listed on your letterhead.

T!.e Kroger people would not give us a break-down of the job 
categories in Production, however, all hut one of the Neg^o 
employees working in the Production category are loading 
trucks and other similar type work. There ia one Negro who 
a a mixer, who works in the cracker and cookie function. 

The Sanitation Department means Janitorial and the wash up 
crew. Apparently they must have a couple of white foremen. 
The Maintenance Department is a skilled job category and 
covers repair and maintenance of of the rather complicated 
machinery they have in the Bakery division. The one Negro 
in the office ia a mail clerk. Mv rough calculations 
Indicate approximately 1400 emnlovees of whom 120 are Negros* 
lowever, out of the 120, ftO are employed in Janitorial type 
Joba, 11 are part time employees, 2 are laid off, one ia a 
ma 1 clerk, leaving 2<S Negros* out of the 1400 employees with 
bettar paying joba. Personally I think a long picket line is 
justified.

Enclosed ta a lengthy fact sheet on the situation in Baton Rouse. 

In esaence it ta a tale of police and city officials restricting 
tha right to picket, restricting the uac of sound trucks and the 
right to public protest parades, and the use of the injunction to 
daatroy organtisttona working for Civil Rights and Social justice. 

On Oeceiaber 14, 23 student members of CORE were arrested In down¬ 
town Baton Rouge while picketing major vartetv and department 
stores. They were charged with crlmlnsl aitschlef. The following 
dsy 3300 students msrehed to the court house to hold a protest 
prayar demonstration. The police rioted the orderly demonstrators 
with tasr gna and police dogs. Some fifty additional studants were 
srrested and charged with criminal mischief. The chairman of CORE, 
Ronnia Moore, a 21-yaar-old ministerial student, was arrested and 
charged wltb Illegal use of a sound truck. These demonstrators and 
tha original plcketera ramatned in jail until January 4 when CORE 
succeeded In bonding them out at a coat of $116,000. 

On January IB, Ronnie Moore and Weldon Rougeau the vice-chairman 
of CORE and both students at Southern University were arrested on 
tha University campus and charged with treanasaing. Ball was set 
at $3,000 ea:h. CORE moved in the Louisiana State Supreme Court 
to have the bond reduced aa excessive. Whan thla was done Moore 
and Rougeau were charged with criminal anarchy. They face a 
possible sentence of 10 years at h ard labor. Bond was then increased 
$12,300 for Moore and '7,000 for Rougeau. 

Rav. B. Elton Cox, a CORE Ft aid Secretary, was charged with conspir¬ 
acy to take possession of a lunch counter. He was subsequently 
convicted on three misdemeanors and sentenced to 21 months in jail 
and fined $3,700. 


Tha local district attorney has succeeded in getting an injunction 
banning all public demonstrations hv CORE in Baton *ouge.

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Dear Mr. Gibbon.: 

On Auguat 4, I came to New York to aaalat In negotiation, with the 
management, of the major varlaty .tore.--Wool.vorth, S.H. Kress,and 
W.T. Grant. At thla writing lunch counter, have been de.egregated 
in elghty-aeven communltlaa In eleven aouthern state.. 

During the dl.cue.Ion. th. store officials emphasized that they 
Intended to continue with a program of Integration of lunch counter, 
where they felt It was possible to do so. They also Indicated that 
they were willing to meet with CORE officials or other Interested 
persons to discuss problems In various cities. For example, we might 
feel that Jacksonville, Florida was ready for a change; their attitude 
might be different, and the national officers of the variety stores 
are willing to meet and try to reach an understanding. 

Very substantial progress has been made, yet we have not been wholly 
successful. No changes have been made In Mississippi, Georgia, Alabama, 
and Louisiana. Tallahassee, Florida, where our CORE members are jailed, 
and other conanunlties in South Caroline, Virginia and^Florlda have not 
yet opened. However, In view of the substantial progress, and the will¬ 
ingness of the variety stores to meet and discuss problems as they arise, 
It seems to me that CORE should reconsldsr Its position on the National 
Boycott. Preliminary discussion with the NAACP Indicates that this 
organisation also has the boycott problem under consideration. 

Our 0ORE groups In Boston, St. Louis, Los Angeles, and Berkeley have 
asked that we re-examine the boycott In those areas where the variety 
stores do not discriminate. The question then Is whether National CORE 
should continue to urge a boycott against the variety stores In areas 
where the local stores do not practice discrimination. In my opinion 
we should alther terminate the boycott or recommend a suspension on s 
temporary basis to give CORE an opportunity to examine future actions 
of the various stores In ending discriminatory practices. 

I am writing to each member of the Advisory Committee of CORE to advise 
them of the status of our relations with the variety stores and the 
situation relating to maintenance of the boycott. I would appreciate 
any recommendations that you might have as to the action CORE should 
taka In regard to terminating, suspending or continuing the boycott. 

I am enclosing for your Information a list of the cities where changes 
have been made. Plaase remember that this letter Is confIdentlel.

0*ERS WON'T SERVE NEGRO'S — CLOSE RESTAURANT INSTEAD 
*laal, Oatobar ) -• Owners of a restaurant in Byrons-Jackson's Dapartwart Store 
In Downtown Miami have closad it rather than serve Negroes. The restaurant has 
bean cloaad since Honday, September 28, when members of Miami CCRE (Coranittee of 
Racial Equality) protested against the discriminatory policy. 

On that day two members of CORE, Ishmell Howell (Negro) and Charles Sie- 
gal (whita), were attacked and hasten by George Victor, a white electrician. The 
CORE members were peacefully sitting at the lunch counter "waiting for service.” 

Dr. John 0. Brown, CORE project director and prominent Miami eye sur¬ 
geon, said that, "Our peoole did not raise one finger. That's part of CORE 
discipline. v ’e do not believe in violence. We believe in direct action but 
by peaceful aeans." 

During the past week the restaurant has been closed and the fixtures are 
now being ramoved. The owners, Mr. Jack Reichenbach and Mr. Schwartz, have 
rafaaad to ccseMnt publicly. 

Company Backs Down 

Previously they had agreed to serve everyone in negotiations with CORE 
representatives. When they went back on their word, Miami CORE began to dem¬ 
onstrate in the restaurant. Mambers occupied every available seat and "waited 
for service."

Dr. Brown was threatened by «n ex-convict, and Gordon Carey, national field sec¬ 
retary. was beaten in tha wash room of Byrons-Jackson's. 

Attorney General Rules 

In a relatad develoiment Florida Attorney General Richard Ervin has ruled 
that a restaurant may choose its customers. Acting Miami Police Chief Paul M. 
Denham haa aald that he will enforce a similar city ordinance if requested to do 
eo by restaurant owners. 


A spokesman for V. T. Grants, which continues to discriminate, said, "If 
it becomes necessary we will follow the procedure outlined by the Attorney General."

Mr. Marvin Rich of our National Action Committee called 
ne this morrinr to say that, you were in Miami and he would forward 
v i r copy of my letter sent to you at the St. Louis address as you 
will probably not be in St. Louis at all this week. 

I am enclosing a cory of the most recent CORElator: it 
gives some idea of the broadening score of CORF activities. 

Negro registration and voting in the South is often of 
i rime interest to lhbor union leaders. Just this morning I received 
a letter from James T. MiCain. field secretary, telling of a South 
Carolina statewide meeting in Greenville today and tomorrow to make 
plans *'or a county by courty csm-aigr on registration. In that state, 
Mr. McCain has already done a great, deal of work on registration and 
in several instances the increased number o r Negro voters was the 
decisive factor in the Democratic primaries. On this work also, I 
enclose a folder. 

Although I did not mertion it. in my first letter, we should 
be n id to meet with you to discuss CORF's program and needs in more 
deiall. Such a meeting would be preferable in New York when you are 
in town aa several memberi of the National Action Committee could 
probably attend. However, I am quite willing to come to Washington, 
probab'y a more convenient place for you. I world hoie that such a 
meeting could be soon — in any case before January 14th when I am 
going on my first vacatior in eighteen months.

8tu- 
denta, teachera. miniatera and lawyer* 
have petitioned the Governor ia pro¬ 
teat over hia policy. 

The flrat local activity on thia ques¬ 
tion waa ialtiated by a newly-formed 
CORE group In Norfolk. Ita flrat 
meeting, attended by 10 persona— 
Negro and white—waa held in early 
September 

Plana were made for a Fellowahip 
Meeting of Negro and white atudents 
and pa rent a which would eatabliah a 
spirit of goodwill toward the then- 
scheduled opening of school. 

Aa it turned out, the Fellowship 
Meeting held at a large church waa 
attended by 40 students and M par¬ 
ent*—Negro and white. Among the 
Negro students were lb of the 17 who 
have been assigned lo formerly whit* 
schools. The white atudenla were pu¬ 
pil* in those same schools Thus Ne¬ 
gro students scheduled for a particu¬ 
lar school met their future whit* 
schoolmates. 

In a community like Norfolk an as¬ 
semblage of thia sort is newa. There 
was group singing, games and re¬ 
freshments. A leading minister gave a 
brief talk and then the students and 
parents, respectively, adjourned to the 
lawn in small discussion groapa. 

When the CORE group got together 
next, they made plana for neighbor¬ 
hood meetings to spread the spirit of 
goodwill throughout the community. 
In addition to conducting these meet¬ 
ings the group is making plans for 
making integration function smooth¬ 
ly. once the schools are opened

Ia Sumtar. Rae. F. C. Jamaa, a laid 
ar of tha CORE group, ran for City 
Council.

“a number of bene8ta,“ according to 
a progress report by Rae. J. Donald 
Rina. 

“Rev. Jamaa waa accorded all priei 
legee accorded tha other candtdnlea.

“Our group entered tha res¬ 
taurant at 11:30 a m. and sat 
with no food, water or service of 
aay kind until 8:30 that eve¬ 
ning," reports Helen Brown of 
Baltimore CORE. “At tha same 
time wa maintained a picket line 
outside. One of our signs said: 
"Our Negro and White Members 
Have Bean Sitting ,.. Hours and 
Will Remain Until Served.' Small 
Inearta giving tha time were 
changed every half hour. 

“It waa a beautiful day, one of 
the beat tha ahopping cantar haa 
had for some time, buaineaa-wiaa 
—but not for the White Coffee 
Pot. Wa attracted much ettea 
tlon, moat of it favorable." 

Pickets wars not molested by 
police, daapita management's 
opinion that picketing of estab¬ 
lishments within the shopping 
center ia iilegal. 

CORE-etyie ait-in techniques 
recently gained nation-wide pub¬ 
licity when they ware need on a 
large scale by an NAACP youth 
group to combat restaurant dis¬ 
crimination In Oklahoma City. 


HOUSINO LIAfUT DtSTKMUTIOMS 

NEW YORK CITY Starting in Octo¬ 
ber, Nee York CORE initiated a 
wtdeapread leaflet campaign aimed at 
putting into practice the city’s 1958 
fair housing law. Tha first distribu¬ 
tions covered major housing projects 
in Negro ghetto areas. 

Headed "Knock on Any Door,” the 
leaflet says: “Look for housing in any 
neighborhood you like. NO ONE has 
the right to refuse you a home because 
of the color of your skin, the church 
you go to, or the land whare you or 
your parents wore born." The leaflet 
guee on to outline, clearly and e imply, 
how to taka action under the law "if 
you meet discrimination or what looks 
like discrimination.” 

Starting of the leaflet campaign 
cornea just a year after the mass dem¬ 
onstration at City Hail, which CORE 
iparkpluggsd and which led to enact¬ 
ment of tha fair housing law.

■8STAURANTS VIOLATING LAW 

EAST ST. LOUIS. ILL.—A recently 
formed CORE group has tested 20 
downtown reetaurents and has found 
only one which serves N« groee—de¬ 
spite existence of a State Civil Rights 
Law. 

Negotiations are being sought with 
two of the eating placee ehich have 
been teeted eeveral times, but have 
maintained a jimerow policy. 

Marian Oldham and Nonnan Seay 
of the CORE group in marby St. 
Louie helped to organise Eaat St. 
Louis CORE. At the request of Homer 
Randolph, they attended a meeting 
Sept. 4 at which officers were elected 
and an action program ataited. On 
Sept. 28 the St. Louia and East St. 
Louis groupa held a joint meeting to 
discuss the philosophy of CORE. Ran¬ 
dolph came to know CORE through 
hia brother-in-law in the Baltimore 
group and through a St. Louis maas 
meeting held jointly by CORE and 
NAACP. 

OUARD HOUSK 
AOAIMST VANDALISM 

LOS ANGELES — “Because of our 
philosophy of dealing with violence in 
a non-violent way." writee Sayuri 
Buell of Lna Angelea CORE, The Los 
Angeles County Conference on Com¬ 
munity Relations called upon the 
group to act in two caaaa of Negroea 
moving into formerly white neighbor¬ 
hoods. In both caaea the action in¬ 
volved guarding homes against van¬ 
dalism during tha nighttime houre 

In the first cans, a Negro teacher 
and hia wife and two children had 
bought a home in a formerly white 
area. The man who sold the houaa, 
threatened with violence, suggealad 
an all-night vigil until the new owners 
eatabiished residence. The threat 
failed to materialise. CORE members 
who participated in the vigil include 
Frank Allard. Art Kunkin, Don Pink¬ 
erton, Don Yetter. Rev. Howard Carey 
and Newton Caspar. 

In the more recent instance, vandal¬ 
ism had already occurred when CORE 
was called upon to stand vigil. Some¬ 
body had broken into a Negro'a hoax 
and slashed hia carpeting to ahreds 
CORE participants in this caae were 
Earl Walter and Bernie Sapiro.

At a planning 
meeting, Ave per¬ 
sona volunteered to 
participate In the 
waiting line-—An 
derson Brooker and 

Lloyd Bernard (Negroes) and Jnaeph Sheehan, Marian 
Bar doff and myaelf (whiten). Brooker, wko would lead 
the line, waa to be our apokeaman. In back of him would 
be Lloyd Bernard, Joseph Sheehan, Mariaa Bardoff and 
myaelf. All Ave of us would remain in line until Brooker 
and Bernard were aoid tickets. Meanwhlie, the ether 
CORE peraom, about 20 in number, would picket out¬ 
side the entrance aa the group haa done on each “All 
Nations Day” for the paat three years. 

We approached the ticket booth according to plan, and 
Brooker naked to buy a ticket (aee picture). The woman 
in the booth told him that “colored” are mt admitted. 
He eaplaiaed that be considered buying a ticket within 
hia righta and that he intended to remain until aold one. 

Meanwhile, the Uae waa becoming longer aa othera 
lined up behind ua. A Park guard hurriel over and 
ehouted at Brooker: “You know you can’t get in here: 
you people have been coming around for yearn—I know 
you. Now, get out of here! Get outl” Then a county police 
lieutenant approached and, talking more calmly than the 
Park guard, said: “This in a man's property and he haa 
the right to ehnoee who he leta ln.“ Brookeir explained 
that Gwynn Oak la. admittedly, a Park open to the pub- 
lie—not a private club—and ia therefore bound to admit 
anybody willing to buy n ticket. 

Then, Arthur Price Jr., operator of the Park, came 
over and directed the people behind ua to another ticket 
booth. He apoke to Brooker about the mnna” of the 
community and hia fear of ioalng money If Neirroae were 
admitted. 

At thin point, I said that I would like to introduce him 
aome time to Mr. Irving Roeeathal. the owneir of Pali¬ 
sades Amusement Park, who formerly had the name feara 
about loaing business but who, a year after changing hia 
policy, told the head of the New Jersey Division Against 
Discrimination that he had been a fool not to do ao 
long ago 


Aa the discussion sent on, a crowd began to gather. 

1 heard a few anti-Negro epithets aa well aa some re¬ 
marks in our favor. Moat of the people aaid nothing— 
juat atared. The county police lieutenant naked Price 
whether he wanted ua removed. He answered affirmatively 
and before long several county policemen took the Ave 
of ua by the arm and escorted ua to the front entrance. 
They acted after we stated we would not leave unleaa 
placed under arreat. 

After conferring acroaa the atreet, the Ave of ua de¬ 
cided to try again. So, we returned to the same ticket 
heoth in the same order. This time, we were not there for 
long (the Arat time. It had been about Afteen minutes): 
county police seized Brooker and Bernard and carried 
them tn the entrance. Sheehan, Marian and I followed--- 
without police escort tliia time. Park guards suddenly 
adopted a policy of “No pictures inside the Park” (al¬ 
though uountleaa pictures were taken before and after 
the incident) and they ejected photographers and re¬ 
porters. A burly Park guard placed himaelf squarely in 
front of a photographer trying to get a shot of the two 
Negraea being carried out 

In a second conference acroaa the atreet, the Ave of ua 
decided againat using tho technique a third time. Man¬ 
agement policy waa obviously to have ua ejected without 
making an arrest and a repeat performance without any 
additional participants was not deemed of great value. 
So, we joined the pickets out-front for the remainder of 
the picket time. 

Singer Denounces Park's Policy 

Dramatic highlight of the “All Nationa Day” entertain¬ 
ment program inside the Park came when Susan Pollard, 
after ainging on behalf of the Jewish Community Center, 
gave an impromptu talk againat the Park's racial policy. 

Aa she tells it: “After 1 Aniahed ainging my three 
numbers, I gave an intoduction by saying: 'I'm going to 
aay something now in language all of you should be able 
to understand.' ” 

She concluded with: “‘All Nations Day' should be for 
all people, and that means anybody who wanta to come. 
Now, if you agree with me. if you are really in favor of 
world peace and brotherhood—and I think everybody is 
—do something about it: write a letter to the Sunpapera 
Get in touch with the people who run Gwynn Oak Park 
and who are in charge of 'All Nationa Day.' Tell them 
how you feel. Tell them that next year you want to see 
'All Nations Day’ be for all people.” 

‘At thia point,” she relates, “the microphone waa 
turned off, but it didn’t really matter because I had said 
everything important that I had wanted to say. There 
waa a great deal of clapping, yelling, booing and general 
pandemonium. 

”1 walked quietly off the stage. Nobody tried to get at 
me or to offer any personal comment except one eiderly 
woman who grabbed my hand and aaid ahe hoped that 
He whom ahe loved above ali others—whose son was sent 
to Earth aa a Jew—would bless me and keep my soul. I 
aaid: ’Thank you.’"

A “Friendly Community Survev" 
cataloguing ages and grades gave ua 
the required names and add rasas* of 
the pernita. 

Follow-up viaita sounded out their 
feelings toward registration In the de 
segregating achoola. Those intaraated 
were aaanred of support. Requests for 
escort* to registration and opening 
day wen- few, but parents making 
them werr accommodated by CORE 
member* and their friends. 

I reported survey reaulta and par¬ 
ticipated in panel diacuaaiona at orien¬ 
tation mnetinga — along with Robert 
McGhee, Ice Pennington and Florence 
Smith. One of theae meetings, attend 
ed by Jolin Frederick Kasper, the pro 
feaaiona! segregationist who spark 
plugged last year’s mob violence, was 
interrupted by a bomb scare. 

The aurvey’a statistics contributed 
confidence particularly in areas where 
the number of eligible Negro children 
proved greater than the school board's 
estimate The ftgurea gave courage to 
Negro parents faarful of being pio¬ 
neers If they registered their children 
at a formerly white school. For exam 
pie. In a South Naahville school with 
no Negioes last yaar, four Negroea 
reglstend thia year. The survey had 
shown that there were aa many aa 44 
eligible Negro first and second graders 
in the district. 

Reluctance to send more Negro 
children to integrating achoola this 
yaar was found to stem from lack of 
conftden.-e In public olicials. heaitancy 
to send clilferent-agad children to sepa 
rate schools, babysitting problems of 
working parents, unwillingness to pio¬ 
neer ia i aew situation and raaiatance 
tn brassing established association* 
with Negro schools, taachera and 
srhooi-rdnted patterns Many Negro 
parents were found to be unaware of 
the new achool sonea and of the sue 
cam id first grade integration during 
ths laat acaool yaar. 

The total number of Negro children 
registered is only 84. But, considering 
the general pattern in the aouth and 
last year’s mob vlolenoc In Naahville 
CORE uad other Interested organise 
tions feel gratifted by the outcome of 
he “seiwnd step " 


NIW OftOUP OPENS 
LUNCH COUNTIES 

CHARLESTON, West Va —In lea* 
than two months a new CORE group 
has successfully concluded negotia¬ 
tion* with Woolworth. Kreage and 
Newberry dlma stores. All three stores 
have agreed to serve everbody. regard- 
les* of color, at their lunch counters. 

Negotiations started following a 
brief sit-in at Woolworth's lunch 
counter on August 1& during which 
group member* were refused service. 
Subsequently CORE initiated a boy¬ 
cott. A second sit-in had beun planned 
but was postponed pending negotia¬ 
tions. The locsl newspaper carried an 
editorial which Elisabeth Gilmore, 
CORE secretary, characterised as “a 
last ditch effort to stop the sit-in." 

Charleston CORE is also seeking to 
end discrimination at the lunch coun¬ 
ter of the Diamond Department Store 
and haa initiated a boycott there. The 
manager ha* promised an early deci¬ 
sion on CORE'S request for a policy 
change.
